Legislature of Our Province of Alberta, by the Common Council 
of Our said Province, may, by the favour of God, be ordained.

Letters to be made Patent, and the Great Seal of Our Province 
of Alberta to be hereunto affixed. 


WITNESS: Our trusty and well beloved the Honourable 
John Campbell Bowen, Lieutenant Governor of Our Province of 
Alberta, in Our City of Edmonton, in Our said Province of Al- 
berta, this Twentieth day of July, in the year of Our Lord One 
Thousand Nine Hundred and Thirty-seven, and in the First year 
of Our Reign.

His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the Assembly 
and took his seat on the Throne: 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 

In welcoming you to the Fourth Session of the Eighth Legis- 
lative Assembly I assure you that I have every confidence that in 
association together you will perform with due care the import- 
ant duties that will devolve upon you in this special Session. 


My Government has received the report of the Social Credit 
board and its technical advisers. You will be asked to give your 
earnest consideration to certain legislative enactments as a result 
of the report. In addition, some amendments to existing legisla- 
tion will require your attention. 


As this is a special Session, the greater part of the Legislation 
for your consideration will have to do with the obligation resting 
upon you to ameliorate, and if possible to remedy, conditions 
which are still distressing our people. For this you have had a 
definite mandate of the electorate. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session, with full 
confidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and 
responsibilities in the best interests of the general welfare of 
the Province. I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless 
your work. 


Edmonton, August 3rd, 1937.

“A Social Credit Attorney General who held that it was 
illegal to issue any such dividend, whether it was possible to 
‘get it back’ or not.” 


Also to a statement appearing in the Edmonton Journal, 
issue of August 3rd, page 2, column 1:— 


“He also described Hon. J. W. Hugill as an Attorney Gen- 
eral placed in Office to effect Social Credit who after the elec- 
tion, voiced an opinion that Social Credit could not be established 
in one Province constitutionally.” 


The Hon. The Attorney General categorically denied that the 
above statements were made by him. 


The Hon. Mr. Low, a Member of the Executive Council, by 
command of His Honour the Lieutenant Governor, laid on the 
Table of the Assembly, The Report of the Social Credit Board.

Moved by Mr. Duggan, Seconded by Mr. Ansley: 


That the Final Report of the Legislative Committee ap- 
pointed to hear complaints regarding conditions of Relief, Tabled 
in the Assembly August 5th, 1937, with the following recom- 
mendations: 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
(1) ORGANIZATION: 


(a) That all Unemployment Relief Administrative Bureaus 
and Agencies, together with all Employment Bureaus 
throughout the Province be consolidated and admin- 
istered by a Provincial Central Relief Board and that 
the Government bring down the necessary Legislation 
for consideration at the next Session of the Legislative 
Assembly. 


(b) That the Central Relief Board shall consist of a Min-. 
ister of the Crown, who shall be the Chairman of the 
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Board, and four additional members to be appointed 
as follows: 


One member to be the nominee of the combined 
cities of the Province; one member to be the nom- 
inee of the Alberta Association of Urban Municipal- 
ities; one member to be the nominee of the Alberta 
Association of Rural Municipalities and one mem- 
ber to be the nominee of the Relief recipients. 


(c) That the zoning or distribution of Relief areas within 
the Province, and the machinery of administration be 
determined by the Board in consultation with Muni- 
cipal authorities. 


(2) FINANCIAL: 


(a) That the financing of relief shall be assumed by the 
Province with such assistance as the Province can 
obtain from the Federal Government and contributions 
from the Municipalities. 


(b) That the annual contributions of the Municipalities 
shall be governed by “ability to pay” but the maximum 
shall be as follows: 

(a) The Cities to pay an annual amount not in 
excess of 10% of all taxes collected (ex- 
clusive of school tax) during the preceding 
fiscal year. 

(b) Municipalities other than Cities to pay an 
annual amount not in excess of 6% of all 
taxes collected (exclusive of school tax) 
during the preceding fiscal year. 


(3) RECOMMENDATION FOR CONSIDERATION BY 
GOVERNMENT: 


(a) That the Government should immediately survey the 
whole field of social services now administrated by 
the Province and the Municipalities, with a view to 

_ consolidation and centralization, and that the Govern- 
ment report its findings and conclusion at the next 
regular Session of the Legislative Assembly. 


(b) That in view of the tremendous burden of Taxes which 
is imposed on property as a result of social services 
and unemployment relief, the Government should con- 
sider the advisability of providing for these services 
from the General Revenue Account of the Province, 
thereby removing the menace to the restricted tax 
structure of the Municipalities. 


(4) ADMINISTRATIVE POLICIES: 


Your Committee has had under consideration numerous 
suggestions with respect to policies of administration, and, as a 
result of its investigations, have certain views which it believes 
would more adequately and equitably meet the requirements of 
an exceedingly complex problem. 
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But, it feels that it would be inexpedient to invite this 
Assembly to endorse administrative policies until the new Board 
which is provided in the Centralization scheme has had an op- 
portunity to make a survey of present policies. 


Your Committee proposes to turn over to the new Board a 
transcript of all evidence presented, in the belief that the mat- 
erial will be found useful in evolving regulations. 


Be concurred in. 


A debate followed. 


Mr. Lampley moved as an amendment, Seconded by Mr. 
McCune:
